Mr. Truman, after carrying his

Dewey’s first major speech this 
week will be at Pittsburgh Mon- 
day night, after a day of back- 
platform appearances through 
Pennsylvania, on the same night 
Mr. Truman talks at Akron, Ohio.

U. 5. TWO-AIR ARM NATION? 


Navy Plan for Potent Air Force 


Of Its Own Hits Temporary rs 


By ROBERT 8. ALLEN 


WASHINGTON—(NANA)—Navy plans to de- 
velop a powerful air striking force of its own have 
run into a temporary snag: It was authoritatively 
learned here that Navy designers are encountering 
difficulty in the construction of the new and hotly 
controversial 65,000-ton superaircraft carrier. 


The giant ship was authorized by Congress last 
Spring over strenuous Air Force protest. The AF 
contended that the Navy was planning to build up 
an air force of its own as part of a program to 
take over the function of long-range strategic bomb- 
ing. Defense Secretary Forrestal, former Secretary 
of the Navy, backed the Navy on its new supercar- 
rier project. After protracted wrangling, Congress 
finally voted $125,000,000 for the construction of the 
first of three of the giant vessels. 

Navy officials admit that when completed the 
ships actually will cost $250,000,000 each. In addi- 
tion, numerous other special vessels needed to pro- 
tect and supply the supercarriers will cost at least 
another $500,000,000. 

The Navy’s difficulties in building its first super- 
carrier are due to limited experience in this field 
and the type of heavy bombers that will operate 
off these flat-tops. The largest carrier so far built 
py the Navy is the 45,000-ton Essex class. Three of 
these now are under construction. 

Plans for the supercarrier call for a flight deck 
1,030 feet long, capable of accommodating heavy 
bombers of the B-29 type. 

In addition to the supercarrier, Congress last 
Spring also authorized the construction of five other 
new-type ships at a total starting cost of $73,000,000. 
One will be a specially designed vessel of the light- 
cruiser type to be known as a “killer ship,” and 
the other four are high-speed “fighter” submarines. 


In their testimony before Congress last Spring, 
Adm. Louis Denfeld, Chief of Naval Operations, 


aud V. Adm. Earle Mills, Chief of the Bureau of. 


Ships, estimated that under wartime conditions the 
supercarrier could be completed in 48 months. In 
peacetime, however, construction will take longer.

In other words, the 65,000-ton carrier now under 
construction is a forerunner for later models that 
will exceed it in size by at least 25 percent. 


The controversy in Congress disclosed that the 
Navy formulated its initial program for supercarriers 
in 1946 when Forrestal was Secretary of the Navy. 
With his backing, the Navy obtained President Tru- 
man’s approval for a plan to convert several giant 
battleships then under construction into carriers. 

These ships, in various stages of completion, in- 

cluded the battleship Kentucky, the battle cruiser 
Hawaii, seven destroyers and a number of smaller

Do flies live through the Winter? 

The adult life of the housefly is normally only two or three 
weeks. Three months is the longest fly-lifetime c.. record. But 
they do survive in the larval and pupal stage, to emerge as 
adults in the Spring. Some adults hatch in warm refuse piles as 
late as December. Some find their way into warm houses—which 
accounts for the flies seen in the Winter months. Early Spring 
flies in the North have probably been carried by winds or con- 
veyances from warmer latitudes. Ordinarily a fly never gets 
more than a mile from its breeding place.

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The South---At the Political Crossroads 


Well, folks, here the South is at the 
political crossroads. Let’s go sit on the 
porch of the crossroads store, whittle and 
talk politics. | 

We have plenty of conversational 
topics. 

The fourth-party Dixiecrats, calling 
themselves the States’ Rights Party, will 
meet in convention at Augusta on Mon- 
day. Even their nominee, Strom Thur- 
mond, knows they would. be doing the 
South, and its best interests, a real serv- 
ice if they would adjourn as a fourth 
partg of vanity and ambition and say: 
“We want to defeat Harry Truman. 
Therefore we will support Thomas E. 
Dewey.” Their claim they seek to 
throw the election into the House of Rep- 
resentatives is ridiculous on its face. Let 
every thoughtful Southerner look toward 
France and Italy and see what happens 
when a country gets away from the two- 
party system and sets up many parties. 
The States’ Rights Dixiecrat Fourth 
Party is a dead-end street and is as harm- 
ful to the American two-party system as 
the Wallace Third Party. It is a concoc- 
tion of false motives and has no principles 
save expediency. 

The only arena where the States’ 
rights issue can be settled is in Washing- 
ton. We can look only to Congress, to 
whatever administration is there, and to 
whom we send there, in the great deci- 
sions concerning Federal and State pow- 
ers. 

Let’s bolster that statement with two 
buttressing facts: Three weeks ago the 
Republican vice presidential nominee, 
Gov. Earl Warren, made a speech ‘in 
Springfield, Mass. He forthrightly said 
that he and the Administration would try 

in every way to decentralize the Federal 
government so as to turn back to the 
States every possible problem which 
could be solved by State and local govern- 
ment. 

On Friday night Hugh Scott, Chair- 
man of the National Republican Commit- 
tee, spoke in Atlanta. We have heard of 
the Dewey thoroughness. But we never 
expected him to be so thorough as to 
select as his National Chairman, and send 
into the South, a man whose grandfather 
was a Confederate soldier under Marse 
Robert E. Lee himself and who was 
wounded fighting for the Confederacy at 
Gettysburg. Yet that is this Republican’s 
background. To send such a messenger 
into the Deep South in so critical a year 
is almost as unethical as shooting quail 
on the ground. We stand in awe of the 

Dewey efficiency. é 


Chairman Scott—the National Com- 


mitteeman—said: “Our constitutional sys- 
tem has been reared upon the fundamen- 
tal concept of «the rights of the States 
and of local homie rule.” 

This sets many a Southerner to won- 
dering. The Republican platform calls 
for an FEPC; Thomas E. Dewey himself 
established a State FEPC. If the Repub- 
lican attorney general were to so advise, 
the anticipated Republican Administra- 
tion might suggest that it was in favor 
of a Fair Employment Practices Commis- 
sion, but that constitutionally it was not 
possible to establish a Federally policed 
FEPC. Therefore, the States would be 
urged to establish their own, as New 
York has done, while the Federal Gov- 
ernment established an acceptable com- 
mittee to conciliate, negotiate and recom- 
mend in the field of employment dis- 
crimination. 

So much for the Republican aspect of 
it—and of their campaign to win some 
Southern States. 

The Democratic Party in the South is 
at this same crossroads. In North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Texas leading Demo- 
crats have publicly said they would vote 
the ticket. That is true of Sen. McKel- 
lar, the arch Truman foe in the Senate, 
and of others in the same anti-Truman 
position, They see, as those in Georgia 
cannot avoid seeing, that Truman is not 
the party. 

They see, too, that if the intent of the 
Southern revolt, other than that of the 
“kept” States’ Rights Dixiecrats, is to de- 
feat Harry Truman, then the result is 
assured. The recent registration in New 
York City, lower even than in 1944, was 
a vote against Harry Truman. It means 
even New York City may go Republican 
for the first time since 1924. Harry Tru- 
man is defeated. That is what Southern 
revolt wanted. Its leaders must "how 
either fish or cut bait. With Truman’s 
defeat assured, they must now turn to 
keeping the Party intact and in operation 
for future years. Whatever the defeat, 
it will not be worse than that in 1928. 
After that it looked as if the Democratic 
Party was wiped out for a generation. It 
was back in power in 1932. 

So, we hope that Georgia and other 
Southern States will, with an eye on 
France and Italy where too many politi- 
cal pafties have helped bring political 
ruin, vote either the Republican or Demo- 


‘eratic ticket. Let’s not deceive ourselves 


with the follies and farces of the Dixie- 
crats or the Wallaceites. t us protect 
ourselves and the nati 
party system. Don’t throw away your 
vote. Make it count. 


The Old Order Changeth—For a While 


In both Chatham and Richmond the 
reform party which has been in office for 
four years has been defeated in a re- 
surgence by the old party, ousted in the 
reform sweep. 


It is an old, old story. The reform 
groups had a good policy and the support 
‘of the people who wanted reform. But, 
alas, political power is an insidious drug 
and can cause more jealousies and plot- 
tings than whiskey. The reform parties 


began to split up in their jockeying for 
political leadership and, once divided, the 
old machines, which know the value of 
discipline, came back in: 

But, we think even the machines, which 
had grown fat and perhaps arrogant, 
learned a lesson and will themselves be 
better machines until they, too, forget 
again. 

Meanwhile, the saddest chapters in 
political history are those dealing with 
reform parties and their failures.

Wolves Howl 
In Cosmic Spaces 


To every man who has ever in his whole life 

been alone in a forest, on a mountainside, a 

; : desert, or perhaps just walking alone through 

field, there has come at least once that feeling of being near 

life’s great secret—a feeling of loneliness and of humility in the 
presence of some invisible but majestic power. 


It is a feeling one can’t easily attain alone in a flat or an office or 
a house. It can only be found, or met with, out in the open when one 
is alone in the great silence of woods or fields or the long reaches 
of a desert. 


It has always been easy for ‘me to understand primitive 
peoples and their worship of stars or sun or moon. One of the 
reasons for the drift away from the so-called old-fashioned religion, 
I think, is that science has presented man daily with wonders 
which are to him more wonderful than the sound of thunder, the 
flash of lightening, the cavalry of moving clouds, the rush of 
rain, the flight of birds, the sound of wind in trees or surf on the 
beaches. He has lost, in the cities and even on farms, that every- 
day nearness to the great secret which one finds only in lonely 


communion with nature. 


Indians The Indians, and even our pioneers knew a life which 

had it rawness and its dangers but which was, every 
day, a procession of beauty and which seemed to be a part of 
a universe that was protected by an awesome, mysterious, and 
revered law, or power, called God. A night or so ago, in the 


office alone doing some late work, I found myself gripped by the | 


awesome power of the universe while reading a newspaper story. 
It was a story of the scientists of astronomy and their use of 
radar to catch the mysterious and unexplained messages which are 
sent off constantly by the planets and by the constellations and 
galaxies.in the sky, some of them so distant they may not be seen. 


There is, after all, music of the spheres as the Greek philsopher 
Pythagoras said, some 2,500 years ago. It is not music to the 
human ear, which does not hear very well anyhow, and misses, 
as we know, many of the higher frequencies. It sounds, as our 
ears hear it, like the sound of gravel on the roof and the howling 
of many, many wolves. 


Mystery I thought of that, sitting alone in the quiet office 
with the lights turned out, watching the garish veins 
of neon light wink on and off or send their constant flare against 
the sky. And: I had that lonely, lost feeling and the presence of 
pome great mystery. \ 


That great void, that tremendous dome of the sky and the 
eternity of space beyond it, is not silent as we believed, but filled 
always with shrieks and howls and constant, thudding noises. 
Maybe there is music in it, if we could tune out some and tune 
in others. I wish I were a preacher just for once. I’d use this 
new knowledge; this tiny peep into the unknown and the awesome. 


Sun These scientists showed a movie, made with modern tele- 
scopic lenses, and I want to put down the report of it, 
from the New York Times: 


“The photos show tremendous clouds of gas constantly descend- 
ing into the sun without being seen to rise from its surface. Where 
these clouds come from is a new cosmic mystery. Furthermore, 
they fall with a constant velocity, without being accelerated, as 
the law of gravitation dictates. 


“Equally mystifying is the temperature of the clouds in the 
solar prominences. It was determined to reach 35,000 degrees 
centigrade, whereas the temperature of the surface of the sun 
is only 6,000 degrees. Where does the energy to supply the enor- 
mous temperature come from, when the surface below it is so 
relatively ‘cold’? On the face of it, this contradicts all the im- 
mutable laws of heat transfer as they exist on earth.

“The pictures of the prominences covered a gigantic area of 
the sun 500,000 miles wide and 400,000 miles high, or 200,000,000,000 
square miles. At one point of the picture the audience of scientists 
gasped on beholding an arch of cloud, almost a complete circle, 
with a diameter determined to reach a million miles, equal in 
size to the diameter of the sun itself. The top of the arch rose 
to more than half a million miles above the sun’s surface. 


“Another high point in the picture was a solar eruption that 
resembled in every detail the pattern of the mushroom cloud in 
the explosion of an atomic bomb, mushroom and all. . The cloud 
was estimated to measure more than 30,000 feet in height. The 
diameter of the mushroom was twice the diameter of the earth.” 


That’s the gist of it. Up there where the sun burns and ex- 
plodes; where the cosmic wolves howl and great forces contend, 
the great mystery is at work.

From Mrs. J. M. Newman, of RFD 2, Tal- 
lapoosa, came an interesting side glance into 
the history of that place. Tallapoosa, she 
said, takes its name from the river near by 
which the Indians called Golden Water. It 
was founded shortly before the War Between 
the States by folks who came in to build a 
thriving little city which lived and prospered 
on its glass plant, cartridge factory (which 
blew up), blast furnaces and gold mine. 


The town in its early days was known as 
Possum Snout, a locality now called Old Town 
by modern Tallapoosa, which has moved some 
distance up the railroad from the original loca- 
tion. 

There was once a 130-room hotel there called 
the Lithia Hotel, for the springs on the grounds, 
which were supposed to produce Lithia water, 
but Mrs. Newman recalls that the alleged Lithia 
water tasted to her just like the freestone water 
in the surrounding, unpublicized springs. 

“People came from everywhere to enjoy the

Farmers in and around Tallapoosa still plow up 
old bones and pottery and arrowheads that are 
mementoes of the Indian days, and the country- 
side is full of legends of great caches of gold 
nuggets hidden by the Indians.”

Possum Snout, I think, is 
a fine name for a town and I -regret somewhat 
that anybody ever saw fit to change it.

And I am not 
sure that my own home town of Commerce, 
though it is indubitably a vigorous and thriving 
little city, has done any better than it would have 
if it had kept its original musical title of Har- 
As a matter of fact, it probably 
would have fared just as well under the name 
by which the earliest settlers knew it.

‘ The Facts Behind the Berlin Crisis 


(This is the third of five articles on the Berlin crisis, based in part on the secret diplomatic 
documents just published by the State Department.) 


Stalin was affable when he had his first meeting with the American, British and French envoys 


on the night of Aug. 2.

The West’s position, however, was stronger 
than seemed possible when Marshal Sokolovsky, 
in Berlin, had cut off all land traffic in June 
on the prextent of “technical difficulties.” 


The great air lift was showing unsuspected 
eapacity. American and British cargo carriers 
were flying almost 4,000 tons a day into Berlin, 
and the totals were mounting steadily. The 
2,500,000 people of the Western sectors were be- 
ing fed, although thousands were out of work 
because factories were shutting down for lack 


of fuel. 


The new runway at Tempelhof was almost 
finished. Airmen and ground crews alike were 
getting invaluable training. The air commanders 
in Germany now felt sure they could keep Berlin 
fed through the bad flying weather of the Fall 
and Winter. 


Even more encouraging to the West was 
the spirit of the Germans in the blockaded 
Western sectors. Day after day they held 
crowded mass meetings a few blocks from 
the Soviet part of the city, cheering every 
mention of the.air lift and pledging resistance 
with a courage they had not shown since 
the eccupation began. The blockade of Ber- 
lin was making new enemies for Communism 
in Berlin and throughout Western Germany. 


Ambassador Walter Bedell Smith was con- 
scious of these assets when he went to the Krem- 
lin on Aug. 2. As senior member of the three 
envoys, he read a brief but pungent statement to 
Stalin on behalf of all three governments. 

Me repeated the “unquestionable and absolute” 
right of the Western Allies to be in Berlin. He 
gaid that “they do not intend to be coerced by 
any means whatsoever into abandoning this 
right.” 

He reminded Stalin of the “extreme serious- 
ness” with which the blockade was viewed by 
the three governments. 

If the trouble really was “technical,” Smith 
gaid, it could be settled easily after the lifting 
of the blockade; but if Russia was trying to push 
the Western Allies from Berlin, the attempt would 


fail. 

Stalin answered emphatically that it was not 
his purpose to push the Westerners from Berlin, 
although, he added, they no longer had a legal 
right to be there. They no longer had the right, 
he argued, because of the decision to set up a 
Western German Govefnment at Frankfurt and 
te circulate the new Western currency in Berlin. 

The Soviet position was this: that you could 
mot set up a new government at Frankfurt cov- 
ering three of the fouf parts of Germany and still 
ghare in the four-power control of all Germany 


from Berlin. 
The Westerners assured Stalin that the pro- 
= government at Frankfurt had never been 
tended as a central German government, and 
that to start setting it up now would in no way 
hamper a later agreement with the Russians 
eovering the government of all of Germany, 


The three envoys and Stalin agreed that 
it would be “desirable” to have a future four- 
power meeting to discuss the problems of 
Germany as a whole. The Westerners said, 
however, that they were not in a position to 
discuss what subjects should be taken up at 


such a meeting. 


Toward the end of the two-hour interview, 
which Stalin made as friendly as he could, he 
asked whether the Westerners wanted to settle 
the Berlin matter then and there. If so, he said, 
he could agree to two things. The first was 
that the Soviet currency should replace all West- 
ern currency in Berlin, and simultaneously the 
blockade should be lifted. 


The second—and perhaps the more significant— 
was that he would not insist upon postponement 
ef the Western German Government as a condi- 
tion of letting the train# re-enter the city. He 
wanted the Western Allies to know, however, of 
his “insistent desire” that the Western Germa 
political decisions be delayed. ; 


The three envoys promised to refer Stalin’s 
ideas back to their governments. They were mod- 
erately hopeful, and their reports of the talk 
with Stalin brought some hope to weary officials 
in Washington, London and Paris. Now the tech- 
nical details had to be worked out with Molotov, 
who had been in the room during the meeting 
with his chief. 

The job assigned to the Western envoys was to 
write a formai agreement with Molotov which 
would lead to the lifting of the blockade. It 
turned out to be an exhausting and exasperat- 
ing process. It réquired four long meetings with 
Molotov on Aug. 6, 9, 12 and 16, one of them that 
lasted four hours; it also involved intricate day- 
and-night communication between Washington, 
London and Paris to keep the three govern- 
metns in step on every point. 


While Stalin had given genial assent to 
general principles, Molotov was stubborn and 
immovable when it came to details. More 
than that, Molotev seemed to the Westerners 
te ge back on what his chief in the Kremlin 
had said. 


Fer example, contrary to what Stalin had

said on Aug. 2, Molotov wanted to make the 
postponement of Western German Government a 
condition of lifting the blockade, and on Aug. 9 
tried to put his condition into a formal agree- 
ment. 


As another example, Stalin talked of lifting 
“all transport restrictions’—namely, of lifting 
the blockade completely—as soon as the Soviet 
currency had been substituted for the Western 
currency in Berlin. But Molotov talked of lift- 
ing only those transport restrictions that had 
been imposed “after the announcement of cur- 
rency reform in the Western zones’’—namely, 
after June 18. 


This meant that the Russians might be willing 
to let the trains re-enter Berlin, but would still

goods, and continuing all the -other hampering 
restrictions imposed on Western Allied traffic be- 
tween March 30 and June 18. 


There was also a legal point at issue, a point 
which the Westerners regarded as basic. They 
contended they were in Berlin by “established 
right” under wartime agreements;'the blockade 
was illegal because it violated that right. To 
Molotov, however, the Westerners’ right to. stay 
in Berlin would have to rest entirely on whatever 
new agreement might be reached with the 
Kremlin. 


As to currency, the Westerners tried.to make 
Molotov understan@é that there must be real four- 
power control over the issuance and use of Soviet 
marks circulating throughout Berlin. To Molo-

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Cecile’s Behavior in the 

Convent School Was Per- 

fect Until a Gate Was Left 

Unguarded Long Enough 

for the Stage-Struck Girl 
to Flee.

ECILE SOREL, famous professional beauty 

of Paris, who dazzled the world for ‘half a 

century, has been “touched by grace” and 

yearns to spend her last. days in a convent—but 
some mystic force stops her. 

Nobody questions La Sorel'’s sincerity. Now 
well into her seventies, she has put her worldly 
affairs in order, performed many charities, in- 
cluding gifts to needy actresses of a fortune in 
jewels, which were love-tokens from men of 
wealth and power who passed through her life. 
She has given her villa at Biarritz the atmos- 
phere. of a convent—-and yet as often as ‘she 
starts to escape from the world, the flesh and 
the devil, some inhibition makes her put it off. 
| “(Can it, be the claustrophobia of a woman 
who has known only palatial villas, or does it 
hark back to a convent episode of her childhood? 

Except for her extraordinary. beauty, Cecile, 
who was baptized Celine Seurre, seemed miscast 
for the career of cocotte. Her father, M. Seurre, 
curator of Montsourris Park in Paris, vowed 
that his household would live in a manner befit-

ting the brother of the arcubedinn ‘of Rheims, 
or he would know why. He never achieved 
either objective. 

Sculpture Rodin, who said new-born babies 
must always be idealized because none of them 
was really beautiful, admitted that Celine was 
an exception. He sometimes used the infant as 
a model, and so did many other famous artists. 

M. Seurre thought this could do no harm 
until the much-admired baby began to reach the 
age of understanding. Then he put a stop to it. 

Little Celine did not object because the work 
was tiresome, but she had discovered that she 
was more beautiful than other little girls. 

Celine seemed to be dutiful until one day, in 
her early teens, she stopped to gaze at posters of 
stars in a theatre lobby. 

The father gave his daughter a lecture on the 
morals of actresses. When he had finished, she

said: “But, Father, I'm going to be an actress.” 

Monsieur Seurre could not believe his ears 
until he looked into Celine’s face and saw for the 
first time an iron character that could not be 
swayed by words. He did not argue—-he acted. 
Within 24 hours she was in a convent. Celine’s 
deportment was perfect for several months, un- 
til the tradesman’s gate was left unguarded long 
enough for a girl with the face of an angel to 
fiee as if she had an angel's wings. 

She became a milliner’s helper and worked 
alongside another runaway and future celebrity, 
Yvette Guilbert. Not many weeks later Yvette 
came in late and with an exalted look brushed 
aside the scoldings of her boss to say: 

“Celine, come with me. I have obtained a 
job as show girl at the Varieties Theatre and 
will introduce you to Manager Bertrand.” 

Putting down the bonnet on which she was 
working, Celine left the shop and both girls were 
scampering up the road to fame.’ 

Smitten by her beauty, Bertrand became the 
first person of prominence to fall before it. He 
rechristened her Cecile Sorel and held the ladder 
which she climbed to the heights. Eventually 
she was starred in England and America, and 
she was so impressed by her success that she 
dared to write: “I represent France.”’ 

As if in rebuke to such arrogance came the 
German occupation. from which she emerged, 


just an old woman out of a past that was gone 


forever—but what a past! 

It included such historic figures as Felix 
Faure, President of France; King Edward VII 
(when he was the Prince of Wales); D’Annun- 
zio ; General Foch; the “Tiger” “Clemenceau, Gen- 
eral Lyautey and Mussolini. 

King Fuad, of Egypt, granted permission for 

a scaffold to be erecied from 
which Cecile could place her 
ear against the iips of the 
Sphynx and hear her secret. 
Apparently the Sphynx stood 
on her civil rights and refused 
to talk. 

La Sorel’s one marriage and, 
she says, her only true love, 
was as s as her ro- 
mantic affairs. At the age of 
60, she fell in love with young 
Count Guillaume de Segur, who 
was some 25 years younger 
than herself. . His horrified 
family made him prisoner, only 
to have Cesile kidnap and 

him. It was a true love 
match until the Count’s death. 

Her father and his brother, 
the archbishope of Rheims, 
often asked each other: “What 
have we done to deserve a 
daughter and a niece like Ce- 
line?” Both died without get- 
ting a Satisfactory answer to 
their question. 

Now a penitent religieuse, 
Cecile herself did not know the 
answef at a recent interview 
in Biarritz; nor could she ex- 
plain why the iron will, strong 
enough to spring her from a 
convent when she did not wish 
to be there, is powerless to 
overcome the strange force 

which keeps her out, now that she devoutly de- 
sires to enter. 

She could only say: “The canon of my church 
here has taken away my worldly desires so that, 
at last, I see the realities.” 

She wrote a message to the world in general 
and America in particular, which is freely trans- 
lated as follows: 

“Blessed be the Lord. He has revealed to me 
what is most noble on this earth: Self-abnega- 
tion, to initiate others and lead them towards 
the truth. 

“You shall know me when I am no longer 
with you. A short time and you will see me 
no more. I am finishing the book which will 
speak to your soul; you shall feel me near you; 
oh, my brothers and sisters, how I should like to 
communicate divine happiness to you. 

“Dear heroes of America, our liberators, 
you who are the greatest power in the world, 
may God bless you.”

Dr. oar was able to’ show her that while 
she could help and advise him, her husband had 
to be the final judge of how to conduct his busi- 
ness hours. She understood—and the young man 
not only kept his next job, but won promotions 
and more salary. 

“The case illustrates a definite trend in Amer- 
ican family life,’’ Dr. Bender said recently. 

“In all happy marriages, someone has to 
‘wear the pants.’ One party must be submissive, 
and the other dominant. 

“From my own experience as a consulting 
psychologist, I find indications that the domina- 
tion of women in families is on the increase. 
This trend toward matriarchy—true only in the. 
United States—is caused by several factors.” 

Among those factors, he listed these: 

Women outnumber men, and live longer. 

More women are receiving a liberal education 
which enables them to compete with men. 

Women have fewer speech defects than men. 

They score higher in intelligence tests. 

They dominate the school system — in 1943- 
44, 78.5 per cent of all American schoolteachers 
were women—and mould the minds of the 
young toward later submissions to women. 
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They own more common stocks than men. 

“In fact,” Dr. Bender said, “everything points 
toward a woman’s world.”’ 

Government reports, he said, show that 
there were 68,549 males admitted to mental 


institutions in 1943— and only 49,853 females. 


In college, women study 63 per cent 
more books were withdrawn from college li- 
braries by women than by men. 

Trained welfare workers, Dr. Bender con- 
tinued, report that women hold up better under 
the strain of such crises. as floods, famines‘and 
wars. They have, Dr. Bender added, keener 
senses than men; and in a mechanical aptitude 
test given in Detroit, their score was higher. 

“Studies by the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company reveal that women hold the purse 
strings,’’ Dr. Bender. said. 
privately-owned war bonds beara woman's name. 

“Sixty-five per cent of mutual savings bank 
accounts are held by women. Seventy-four per 
cent of suburban homes are owned by women. 
And 85 per cent of all retail purchases are allo- 
cated and made by women.” 

A survey conducted by the Hearst Maga- 
zines in 1947 indicated that women bought the 
bulk even of men’s personal belongings for 
them. The survey showed women bought 61 
per cent of men’s hats; 84 per cent of their hand- 
kerchiefs; 75 per cent of their neckties; 78 per 
cent of their pajamas; 68 per cent of their 
shoes; 80 per cent of their slippers, and 75 per 
cent of their underwear. 

“From all this evidence,” Dr. Bender said, 
“it seems obvious that the family life as we once 
knew it is doomed to extinction. The women 
are bound to take over in time to come.” 

Traditionally, Dr. Bender continued, a patri- 
archal marriage — dominated by the husband 
—-was the normal pattern. But a matriarchal 
marriage, he said, can be happy if the husband 
likes to be henpecked. 

With American men gaining increasing re- 
spect for the women they marry, the matriarchal 
pattern is gradually becoming established. 


“Two-thirds of all : 


businessmen are henpecked 
and love it not only by their wives, but their 
secretaries,”’ Dr, Bender said, and explained: 

There was one case of the president of a 
large corporation, who was planning to leave 
his wife for his secretary. He professed to love 
both. His wife dominated him at home, and 
he liked it. But he took pleasure, too, in the 
thought that he could dominate his secretary. 

“We showed him that she henpecked him, 
too, in a hundred little things in the office — 
and that she was interested only in his money, 
He stayed with his wife.’’ 

But, Dr. Bender warned, while the Ameri- 
can husband may enjoy benevolent hénpecking, 
nagging is something entirely different. 

“When henpecking crosses the line into nag- 
ging, divorces often ensue.” 

The Georgia Supreme Court once said, in 
granting a divorce to a man who complained 
that for two years his nagging wife forced him 
to live in a rear room of their house, doing his 
own cooking and washing: 

“It is better to dwell in the housetop than 
with a brawling woman in a wide house.”

TE one-a-day was my mother’s honeymoon, 

a stock company tour in 1904, when the 

halo of romance around Maurice Costello’s 
curls was brighter than the gas flares lighting 
the American stage. 

How exciting it must have been, after the 
quiet refinement of her English-born stepfather’s 
New York home! How giamourous her bride- 
groom’s theatrical friends, after Vincent Tresh- 
am’s sedate circle! 

Dad was 26, a dashing young Irish leading 
man when, in 1903, he met Mae Altschuh. She 
was 19, a°steady-eyed little blonde whose gravity 
was in striking contrast to his vivacity. 

But to Mr. Tresham, the stepfather, Maurice 
represented human. vice and folly, because he 
came from “The Stage.” Dad got such a cool re- 
ception on his first visit that he néver returned 
as a guest. He knew where he wasn’t wanted! 

Mae, however, had fastened such a claim 
on his quixotic Irish heart in that one visit 
that he had to see her again. 


For a whole spring they met secretly, to walk 
New York’s dark, windy streets arm in arm. 
One night, after Dad’s last performance in his 
current engagement, they slipped around the 
corner to a near-by church and were married. 

Dad was leaving early the next morning with 
a stock company, on tour, and they suddenly 
decided they couldn’t stand the separation with- 
out a claim on each other. They kissed good-by 
a block from her home. Mae-went back to 
Tresham’s house, and Dad hurried to the sta- 
tion to join the troupe. 

He was gone almost a year, 


E RETURNED with a new wardrobe and 
with money in his pocket. More, he had 
seasoned and matured as an actor. He had gone 
away a rather wild but charming boy; he came 
back a tested artist, ready for the meteoric suc- 
cess which lay only a few years away.

{is first appearance was before an old hand- 
cranked camera on the Vitagraph lot in New 
York., J. Stuart Blackton, one of the Vitagraph 
founders, .was directing that day. When Dad 


* reported for work he found the whole cast bang- 


ing away with saws and hammers, knocking 
scehery and props together, 


BLACKTON handed him a claw-hammer and 
said, ‘Here, Mr. Costello. Lend‘a* hand. The 
séoner we start, the sooner we're through.” 

Holding the loathesome tool as if it were a 
duelling pistol, Dad sighted down the handle 
at a fellow actor who was sheepishly sawing 
away at a board. : 

“I am an actor,” he said, “not a blasted 
carpenter !’’ 

He threw the hammer across the room. 
Blackton ducked it. Dad was close to being 
fired. from pictures before he ever went to work. 

Then, one by one, the others laid down their 
tools. .Their artistic integrity had suddenly 
risen. . Besides, it was hard work! Blackton 
tore his hair,.but he ended by sending out for 
a brace of experienced stage’ carpenters, 

The revolt spread swiftly and soon other 
studios had to hire carpenters and stage-hands 
as the artists threw away their tools. 

He worked anonymously for Vitagraph a 
whole summer. By then his pictures were be- 
fore the public, and every day the Vitagraph 
office shipped him a bale of adoring fan letters 
addressed simply to “Dimples.”’ Maurice knew 
that his dimples were real assets. So were fans. 
For a whole month he brooded over that phe- 
nomenal mail-——for fan mail, as we know it now, 
just didn’t exist in those days. 

One morning he was scheduled to start a 
new picture, but instead he strode into the 
Vitagraph office and announcéd it wouldn't start 
unless he was guaranteed top billing. It was

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something new, and it held up production for 
over a week, while the studio heads Wreastled 
with the problem, 

Clear up to his 11 A. M. deadline the dead- 
lock continued, but Vitagraph capitulated—be- 
cause they had seen and appraised that mail to 
“Dimples,” too. It broke the iron curtain of 
anonymity and inaugurated the star system upon 
Which the industry has grown rich. 

In a few years, Dad’s gamble brought him 
an income two or three times that of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. He bought an historic 
home on Long Island, with a private beach, 

When I was growing up, we used to have 
grand parties in that wonderful home. We 
entertained Jim Corbett, Tad Dorgan, then a 
struggling young cartoonist,.Gregory La Cava, 
Peart White, and other notables of the day. 
Greg, too, was a cartoonist in those days. 

It was a time of incredible luxury, yet the 
day was to come when there: was neither ser- 
vants nor food in the $150,000 home, and no 
more jewelry to pawn. 

Mother, Dolores and I literally went hungry 
there, while Dad knocked around the United 
States and Canada, vowing not to come home 
until every last pawnablé asset was gone. 


FROM the pinnacle of success he had almost de- 
liberately jumped into the pit of despair, and 
I know why. He never got the son he wanted, 

But to go back— 

Dad was in Nashville a few months after 
that historic turning point when he played the 
fake clergyman on Buffalo’s doorsteps. A wire 
came announcing the birth of Dolores. 

A girl, eh? He was heartbroken at first, but 
his buoyant Irish spirits came up quickly. There 
would be other children and one was bound to 
be a boy. He threw a champagne celebration 
in honor of the debut into the world of the future 
wife of John Barrymore. 

Three years later his chance did come again, 
and this time he had a steady income, an apart- 
ment in New York and money to engage the 
best doctors and nurses in the city. 

He came home from the theatre one night 
to find Mother under the care of a doctor and 
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a nurse. The ordeal dragged on—almost 16 
hours, the last four of’ which he spent in prayer. 

Then, at the critical moment, the nurse 
fainted, and Maurice Costello had to help the 
doctor bring into the world an apparently life- 
less girl—-instead of the son he expected. 

There seemed to be no hope for the baby, so 
the doctor 4nd Maurice devoted themselves to 
trying to revive the flicker of life in the mother. 
Not until she was safe did the <doctor give his 
attention to the child. Maurice was kneeling 
at his wife’s bed, sobbing and praying, when he 
heard the doctor’s electrifying cry. 

“It’s alive! Get my case, and warm water, 
and warm bikenhkets!”’ 

It lived, but it was not the boy Dad wanted, 
and because of the prolonged ordeal there never 
could be another child. , 

They named that girl Helene. 

I am truly the Last of the Costellos. 

By being a girl, I arrived on this earth a 
great disappointment to my father. In the years 
since then, when I have been involved in so 
many other disappointments, I have wished at 
times that I never had survived the long ordeal 
of my birth. 


yET the same vitality that carried me through 
that also helped later in other crises. 

I learned early. in life to fight—and fight— 
and keep’on fighting. Dolores was a lovely hot- 
house flower who never had an “awkward age,” 
and whom the world was always delighted to 
serve. Me—well, I had all the characteristics 
of a promising shanty Irish welterweight. I 
worked from the age of four. 

I was married four times, and all four mar- 
riages were failures, just as Dad\ and Mother's 
marriage eventually crashed against the insur- 
mountable wall of temperamental differences. 

In the divorce case that ended my own sec- 
ond marriage, I was particularly grateful for 
the bull-headed belligerence I had inherited 
from my father. Sheer stubbornness and the 
will to win carried me through one of the worst 
divorce fights that ever rocked Hollywood.

She chose it 
because it was an interesting medium with which 
she could experiment. Marysia had never had 
any instruction. in painting. 

In 1932, she married Rene Kraus, an author 
who wrote a biography of Winston Churchill, 
“Man of the Year.’

Within six months, she married Harcourt- 
Smith, whom she met in Florence, Italy. They 
named ‘their first-born daughter Florence, after 
their meeting place. Then Harcourt-Smith went 
to war. His tall, pretty, brunette wife and their 
daughter took refuge in Zurich, Switzerland. 

Marysia started to paint. She discovered she 
worked better at night. There were no distrac- 
tions. The baby was asleep; no telephones ring- 
ing; no people coming in unexpectedly; no inter- 
ruptions. Often, when she returned from a din-

donned her paint-stained coveralls. 

Her friends recognized talent in Marysia’s 
style and suggested she show her work. 

When Harcourt-Smith returned from the war 
in 1945, he, his wife and child moved to Paris 
where Joanna was born, He also had a yacht 
named Joanna, 

Conflicts developed between the sailor and 
the artist.

Finally the Ocean City rammed 
into some old pilings and was 
boarded by a daring tugboat captain 
who docked her safely.

[: WAR, the question to be decided is “Who is 


right?” As long as the fighting continues, the 

answer is always emphatic: “We are!” 

In the conflict between the Trojans and the 
Greeks, both sides were equally certain of the 
merit of their cause. 

The Greeks wished to restore Helen to her 
husband, King Menelaus, while the “Trojans, 
especially Paris who had abducted her, wanted to 
keep her. . 

As it turned out, Helen, the cause of it all, 
really didn’t care. As’ the most beautiful woman 
in the world, she had everything but high prin- 
ciples—perhaps because the goddess of love had 
carefully extracted them when she _ bewitched 
Helen. In her current state of mind, a husband 
was a husband, whether his name was Paris or 
Menelaus. To her, one man was no different 
from another. Helen had learned to be adaptable. 

The man’s viewpoint was apt to be different. 
Menelaus still wanted his treasure back, and Paris

was determined to keep his prize. The forgotten 
man in the squabble was the soldier who was 
asked to give his life for a cause not only lost, 
but slightly tarnished.

Agamemnon then played his trump card. He 
would gladly give up Chryseis if Achilles would 
surrender Bryseis to him. Between Achilles and 
the young widow there had grown up So strong a 
love that they even talked of marriage. The king’s 
suggestion was, therefore, out of the question, and 
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rather than be dishonored by it, Achilles shouted 
that he was going to withdraw from the war 
entirely. He was tired of fighting. 

The king told him to be gone, and good rid- 
dance, but he would have Bryseis first. 

Achilles drew his sword to slay the king but 
the goddess Athene suddenly appeared and held 
him back. The council broke up and the king’s 
men took Bryseis and handed her over to the king. 

Chryseis was free fo return home and the 
task was given to Ulysses. He set sail for Chryse 
with the girl and handed her over to her father 
who was waiting on the beach. They offered a 
sacrifice to Apollo and the plague was ended. 

Nothing could stay Achilles’ anger at the king 
and his wrath forms the plot of “The Iliad,” the 
first part of Homer’s great epic history of the 
Trojan War.

With Achilles absent from the war, the Greeks 
were very nearly defeated.

Then Achilles put on some new armor, slew 
Hector and in turn was slain by Paris with an 
arrow shot into his heel, his one vulnerable spot. 

Ulysses inherited Achilles’ wonderful armor 
and achieved many notable victories.

AITH, HOPE AND LOVE are the three great 

2 human emotions—or passions, if you will. 
They are the driving forces of human conduct. 

Of.the three Faith is the most desperately 
needed in the world today. Faith that moveth 
mountains; Faith, the substance of things hoped 
for, the foundation of human values. 

What is faith? I can give on!y my own limited 
view of faith as a scientist sees and uses it. 

Scientists are commonly regarded as coldly in- 
tellectual, mathematical seekers after a very im- 
personal truth. Yet who can explain the devotion 
of a Columbus facing danger, hardship and ridi- 
cule for his faith in a spherical earth, or a Curie, 
Pasteur, Galileo, Agassiz, Newton and the rest, 
on the basis of either intellect or curiosity? 

They had a passionate faith that there was a 
beautiful and orderly plan in the universe and that 
to understand this plan was worth more than any 
human ease and comfort. 

Faith, like hope and love, may be high or low. 
The gambler who puts his faith in cards or horses 
is wasting this precious power just as the man 
whose hopes are centered on becoming wealthy 
or whose life is wasted on sordid or ugly passions. 
@ People grow in faith in various ways, but I 
find it helpful to consider this growth in four 
steps: First, we must have faith in ourselves, in 
our ability to think clearly, to choose high ideals. 

It is not always easy, but with experience and 
practice, we can attain a degree of personal faith. 
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The next step is faith in one’s fellow men, in 
their essential goodness and humanity, however 
different their race, culture or manners may be. 

Next it is a relatively easy step to extend this 
faith to nature, to recognize the essential bene- 
ficence of sun and wind and rain and all things 
which are natural and conform to natural laws. 

Finally it is an even shorter step to faith ina 
guiding Spirit, a moral Principle, a cosmic Plan 
which comprehends all that I can conceive of and 
infinitely more—-the universal God. 

I have known those who developed faith in re- 
verse order, starting with a religious faith and 
extending it to nature, mankind, and finally to 
themselves. . Scientists—-and this was my own 
case-—_frequently start with a faith in nature and 
natural law and develop in both directions. 

Many people never complete this development 
of faith. They feel content with some degree of 
of faith in themselves, or perhaps in natural law, 
but such a limited faith is almost certain to be 
blighted and’ wither without bearing fruit. 

We need then not only faith, but the most com- 
plete faith of which we are capable—a living, 
growing, all-embracing faith. 

Faith must precede knowledge. It is not the 
things we know, that we have seen or experienced, 
that require faith, but the unknown or the im- 
perfectly known; and knowledge can not replace 


one who did not believe these basi 
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faith, it only completes or justifies it. 

Faith is often confused with belief. Belief is 
an intellectual process. Columbus believed that 
he had reached the East Indies. He was wrong. 
But the faith that drove him to sai! westward 
across the ocean brought far greater discoveries. 

The beliefs of scientists are changing, but the 
faith of scientists in a basic Law is'so perfect as 
to be worth seeking, even though never completely 
found, and grows stronger every year. 

When I was in high school we were taught 
to believe that matter was indestructible and that 
energy can be neither created or oar, op Any- 

aws was too 
ignorant to be called a scientist. / 

Yet today we destroy matter and create energy 
by atom smashing. Our beliefs were faulty, but 
our faith in natura] law is not shaken in the least. 

Some years ago a school] of scientists devel- 
oped such pride in their discoveries that they pro- 
posed to reduce all life, conduct and morals to 
a set of chemical and mathematical equations. 

This conceited belief threatened for a time to 
upset all our moral and spiritual values, but as 
greater minds delved deeper into the mysteries of 
matter, they tound that atoms are by no means 
the ultimate particles. 

It is one of the beauties of science that the 
more you know about any branch of science, the 
more you see what is yet to be discovered. 
Whether we. gaze into interstellar space to dis-

cover whole new universes or split the atom, we 
are led more and more to the concept of a uni- 
verse of infinite extent, complexity and order. 

As the scientist learns more and more, he 
must be more and more conscious of the Infinite, 
more and more humble of his own’smal) know/l- 
edge, and more and more dependent on faith; faith 
in the significance of human life and activity and 
progress; faith in truth itself, or shall we say 
faith in God? 

Without this all is futility. Sanity and life 
itself would cease to exist. That is.why the sci- 
entist in any field must have a strong, vita] faith. 

“Faith, Hope, Love”—love is the greatest, but 
faith is the first, without which the others can not 
develop.

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No Turfman Will Claim the Horse 

of a Friend. So the Former Jockey 

Gambled His Future to Perform 
a Daring Theft 


By Dan Parker 


T LONG last, the identity of the knave 

who stole the claiming box from undér 

the nose of a stenographer in the office 
of the racing secretary at Delaware Park three 
years ago last June is known. 

Because the theft was committed for the 
chivalrous purpose of forestalling a violation 
of one of the turf’s unwritten laws, however, 
the culprit’s identity will remain a secret, and 
the trainer responsible can continue his shenani- 
gans without fear of being ruled off for life. 

A claiming box is something without which 
no race track could operate for long, because 
the backbone of every racing program is the 
lowly claiming race. A claiming box is about 
three feet long, two feet wide and two feet deep, 
and is located in the racing secretary's office, 
where it is easily accessible. It’s like an old- 
fashioned ballot box with a slot on top through 
which claiming slips may be inserted. 

Up to 15 minutes before post time, horse- 
men may deposit a claim for any horse entered 
in a claiming race at the stipulated price. Hot 
or cold, win or-.lose, alive or dead, the nag is 
his at the end of the race, unless more than one 
claim is entered. In that case, lots are drawn. 

No turfman will claim the horse of a friend. 
Some make it a point never to claim a horse 
although the transaction is legitimate. 

The object of the claiming race is to grade 

horses correctly. It would be silly for an owner 
to enter a $3,500 plater in a $2,500 claiming 
race because vf the risk he would run of losing 
his horse to win a purse that might not cover 
his loss. It would be just as foolish to enter the 
$3,500 horse in a $5,000 claimer where the nag 
would be in over his head, because he would be 
unlikely to win against such competition, though 
he would be protected against being claimed. 
. “tt Delaware Park, in 1945, a former jockey 
who, for his protection, shall be referred to as 
Billy Bilkerson, was training for the owner of a 
small-stable. He had the book heaved at him often 
during his riding career, and he wasn’t without 
sin as a trainer, either. But, to give the devil his 
due, he regarded friendship as a golden bond. 

Billy would dope a horse if he thought he 
could get away with it and he might even give 
his jockey instructions to pull his mount. But 
rather than claim a horse on a friend, Bilkerson 
would tear up win tickets on a 30-to-1 shot. 

On the sweltering June afternoon that the 
claiming box disappeared, Bilkerson’s employer 
*phoned him that a gelding he would !ike to own 
was rumning in the third race, a $3,500 claimer. 

“Put a claim in for me,” instructed the 
owner, and Bilkerson promised to do so. 

On the way to the racing secretary’s office, 
he met a friend and confided that he was about 
to put a claim in for the gelding, Zipalm (a fic- 
titious name). Bilkerson thought his friend gave 
him a peculiar look but he didn’t discuss the mat- 
ter. In the secretary's office, the stenographer 
was busy when Bilkerson walked in, filled out 
a Claiming slip, and dropped it in the box. 

As he stepped out of the office, Bilkerson 
ran into his friend, still standing where he had 
left him, his eyes filled with reproach. 
| “Say, who did I murder?” asked the trainer. 

“You didn’t murder anyone but you're go- 
ing to do worse to one of your best friends.”’ 

For once, the slippery trainer was able to 
muster up a genuine look of injured innocence. 

“Come clean with me, Mac,” he pleaded. 
“What did I do and so help me, I'll cut off an 
arm to square it—-my jockey’s arm.” 

“You have just claimed Zipalm on Billy

In his stable, he got an axe, smashed the 
claiming box to kindling wood and chucked the 
wood, along with the claim slips the box con- 
tained, into the stove on which a tub of water 
was boiling. That done, he went back and en- 
joyed the races with a clear conscience.

interview with The American Weekly, “I have 
the highest regard for my wife. 

“That’s what makes me ashamed of all the 
things I said and did.

Radio’s most unpredictable comedian didn’t 
like it when the tables were turned. 

“I guess I can dish it out, but I can’t take 
it,” he said. 

There was no question that Morgan could 
dish it out—and his sponsors didn’t take it, at 
least, not for long. 

His wife took it for two years before she 
packed up and left their New York apartment. 
Most sponsors gave. up in a much shorter time. 

Henry lost his first job in Philadelphia when 
he inserted the name of his station manager in 
a missing persons list which he read nightly. 

In Duluth he locked himself in a studio and 
played sound effects: records over the air for

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an uninterrupted half hour. He didn’t last long 
in Duluth after that. 

In Boston he didn’t show up for a program, 
but took a law exam instead and was fired. 

Then in New Jersey, he lost his contract. with 
a dancing spot, which boasted it was only 45 
minutes from Times Square, when .he ad libbed: 
“Yes, 45 minutes if you’re starting from Times 
Square on a triple over-drive motorcycle.” 

He lost stili another sponsor—a mint tablet 
firm—when he accused the firm of stealing the 
holes from the mints for profit. Over the air, he 
said he was going to buy up the “holes” and sell 
them as “Morgan’s Mint Middles.” He lost that 
sponsor after a single program. 

His debut on a telévision show, where he was 
expected to shine, was soundly rapped by the 
critics. | 

“I’m a defliater,” he said. 

“But I guess I knock a lot of things other 
people like. That’s always got me into trouble. 
Trouble and I seem to get along well together.” 

When Morgan’s wife finally filed a separa- 
tion suit, which was subsequently withdrawn 
after a financial agreement, she made it quite 
clear that she did not appreciate the radio 
comic’s antics. 

she saw nothing funny in_his slapping her 
face, criticizing her cooking, throwing her 
against a wall and suggesting she commit sui- 
cide “‘so all your friends will feel sorry for you.” 

In his counter-charges Morgan said: 

“My wife’s capabilities as*a cook: are ex- 
tremely limited, and as evidence of such incom- 
petence, my home-cooked meals were quickly 
thrown together to say the least.”

His other charges included a statement that 
his wife fed him food for thought instead of 
nutrition and that she had a fractured funny- 
bone, and couldn't appreciate his type of wit. 

But a few weeks later, when remorse set in, 
radio’s Mr. Morgan withdrew all his charges 
which apparently only seemed funny to him 
when he made them, and apologized for his 
words, “‘We’ve been pushed so far apart .by 
others,” he said, “I don’t know whether there 
can be a reconciliation. Maybe it will wind up 
in Reno.” 

That was about the time he lost another 
sponsor and again was out of a job. 

That time the sponsor merely said the op- 
tion would not be renewed. His critics said that 
apparently some radio listeners did not enjoy 
his brand of humor any more than did his wife.

N the murky, half-light of the Kentucky dawn, 
J tne reporter appeared even smaller than he 
really was, 

The men standing at the mouth of the cave 
looked him over carefully. So this red-haired, 
120 pound runt was the city newspaperman. 

The reporter, William Burke Miller, began 
asking questions. What, he wanted to know, was 
the condition of the man trapped in the cave? 
And was there any chance of getting him out? 

“Why don’t you go down and see for your- 
self?’’ he was told. ‘You’re about the size to 
make it.” 

Miller hesitated. He could hear his editor’s 
final words resounding in his ears: ‘Don’t go in 
that cave!” Then he nodded agreement. 

Thus, on a cold February morning in 1925, 
began one of America’s great newspaper sagas. 
In the days that followed, the entire nation read 
hour-by-hour accounts of the death struggle of 
Floyd Collins, entombed far below the earth in 
the damp blackness’ of a Kentucky cave. 

The man who got that story, by.risking his 
own life to do it, was ‘‘Skeets” Miller of the 
Louisville - Courier-Journal. A $25-a-week re- 
porter with only three years experience, he 
earned. a Pulitzer Prize for his vivid first-hand 
accounts of Collins’ terrible ordeal. 

All efforts to rescue Collins were doomed to 
failure from the outset by the cramped and im- 
passable position in which he was trapped. 
Nevertheless, the desperate attempt went on. 

The story of how Miller covered that assign- 
ment and several of the dispatches he wrote dur- 
ing those harrowing days are included in a re- 
cently published book, “Star Reporters,” by

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tourists as Mammoth Cave five miles away.” 

Word of Collins’ fate did not reach Louisville, 
nearly 100 miles away, until more than 24 hours 
after the 35-year-old bachelor had first been 
trapped. Even then the stories were garbled. The 
early Sunday morning edition of the Post came 
out with a headline declaring, “Collins, Freed, 
Says Never Again.” The rival Courier-Journal 
said Collins was still entombed. 

City Editor Neil Dalton, fearing he had been 
scooped, called his correspondent at Cave City, 
the town nearest to the mishap. When he con- 
tacted his man at two o’clock Sunday morning, 
the reporter assured him that the Courier-Jour- 
nal was correct. Then Dalton went home to bed. 

But he couldn’t get Collins out of his thoughts, 
As he considered the matter, he got an idea. He 
would get the city’s new “rescue squad” to go 
to Collins’ aid, under Courier-Journal auspices. 

Dalton outlined his-idea to Miller, contacted 
the captain-of the rescue squad. Permission was 
at first granted, but later rescinded. 

Dalton was disgusted. It was now Sunday

When the reporter arrived at the cavern the 
next morning, he spotted Collins’ brother, Ho- 
mer. After looking the pint-sized Miller over, 
Homer suggested he go into the cave. 

“T guess,” Miller later told Greene, “I was 
ashamed not te go.” 

Five times, in’ the ensuing days, the young 
reporter crawled “headlong into the pitch dark, 
naked save for a pair of overalls .. .” 

“He went in fear, knowing: the tortuous 
leggth of the tunnel, the rocks that bruised, the 
loneliness of the silent dark, the chance of an- 
other cave-in, the ooze that slid him like a sack 
on a chute into the lumpy mass at the end of 
the track, a man who still lived.” 

Being still alive, the man was in agony. “I’m 
cold all over,” he told Miller on one occasion, es 
believe a drink of liquor would help.”’ 

The pint-sized reporter, acting as “pool’’ man 
for the army of newspapermen who had gath- 
ered at the scene, gave him whiskey and milk. 
Collins began to talk. “I’m not afraid to die,” he 
said. “ ...I believe I would go to Heaven. But 
I don’t believe I’m going to die.” 

Brave’ words, those. But they voiced a vain 
hope—for on Feb. 16, despite every effort to 
rescue him, Collins was found dead. The stories 
Miller wrote about him in those final days, how- 
ever, assured both reporter and victim an ever- 
lasting place in journalism’s Hall of Fame.

IKE MAHOMET and his mountain, if more 
Americans. do not go to Monte Carlo, 
Monte Carlo may come to the Americans. 

On a recent visit to Monaco, the comic-opera 
principality on France’s south coast, which in- 
cludes Monte Carlo, I learned that the world 
famous gambling Gasino is rapidly going bank- 
rupt. Only a quick transfusion of American 
dollars can save it. 

Alfred Delpierre, the French ex-naval officer 
who heads Europe’s largest chump-trap, I was 
told, would like to set up a branch in Havana, 
Nassau, Agua Caliente or any other neighborly 
spot where thrill-loving Americans can lose their 
money *in such table games as roulette, baccarat 
and chemin-de-fer. He would even make con- 
cessions to vulgar American taste for “craps,” 
although the freckled dice cubes have never 
been allowed in Monte Carlo, 

Still, Mons. Delpierre is a man to face reality 
in this changing world, and has installed rows 
of gambling machines in the Casino lobby fa- 
miliarly known to Florida’s barroom and road- 
house trade as “one-arm bandits.’ These are 
placed there in case a Monte Carlo client loses 
all his- folding money in the gaming rooms and 
has a few aluminum French coins left. When 
I was in Monte Carlo, the franc was worth 
only one-third of a cent. 


Delpierre, I was told, had already sent his 
scouts to look for the right spot, near \merican 
borders, in the hope that the Cuban, Mexican 
or Nassau governments would grant a monopoly 
to the company which calls itself the ‘Societe 
des Bains de Mer et du Cercle des Etrangers’”’ 
(Sea-bathing arid Foreigners’ Club). 


ASSAU was reported to have turned him 
down, akhough the English contributed lib- 
erally to Monte Carlo’s pre-war gambling boom. 
At the same time, Cuba and Mexico hadn't 
said “‘yes,”” but they hadn’t said ‘‘no.” 

Delpierre indicated that if he got his fran- 
chise, he would rear a dream palace surrounded 
by tinkling fountains, lazy lagoons, pretty floral 
vistas, all in Monte Carlo miniature, to make 
losing large sums of money as painless as possi- 
ble. He has great faith in the sucker popula- 
tion of America. 

“It is time for audacity,” the little man told 
his SBM stockholders last May. ‘‘American dol- 
lars alone have any value. Without them’ we will 
bleed to death.” 

The chief trouble at that time was with cur- 
rency restrictions which forbade Englishmen 
from taking more than 50 pounds in fresh cash 


from their country—-scarcely enough for a week- 


end holiday in Monaco's giddy principality with 
its 370-acre area-—the size of a small farm in the 
United States, 

On top of that, the French government was 
keeping close tabs on tax dodgers and black- 
marketeers who formerly came to Monte Carlo 
with suitcases filled with 5,000-franc notes. 

French detectives from Le Surete knocked 
off a large number of such well-heeled racketeers 
who fattened on France’s food scarcity. And 
Scotland Yard bagged numbers of British chis- 
elers, both men and women, who cashed post- 
dated checks in Nice and Monte Carlo. 


EFORE that, from 1940 to ’43, German army 

officers and Nazi bureaucrats brought bun- 
dies of printing press francs and ran them 
through the Casino wringers. 

But with the franc at 285 to the dollar and 
the Italian lira 585, the Casino’s lush days were 
only memories. 

“We must look to America,” said Delpierre, 
“and to my good friend, Rene de Leon,” 

Before becoming the proprietor of Holly- 
wood’s Garden of Allah, Rene de Leon had di- 
rected Monte Carlo through 14 prosperous sea- 
sons, 1922 to ’36. But he finally disagreed with 
hungry SBM, shareholders and warned them: 
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“One day your house of cards will tumble around 
your ears. I go now to secure my old age.” 
That was when he departed for America. 

De Leon gave a wry Gallic chuckle when he 
received Delpierre’s invitation to come back to 
Monte Carlo, provided he could first find some 
wealthy Americans to invest a shipload of dol- 
lars in the Sea-bathing and Foreigners’ Club in 
return for magnificent purple and gold etchings, 

“Nice for lighting fires,” said de Lecn, who 
has no illusions; 

Regardless of how Delpierre might be re- 
ceived in Mexico or Cuba, he was not planning 
to desert Monaco and his company’s lavish prop- 
erties which include a full-scale theatre, restau- 
rants, a large hotel (de Paris), and horse and 
dog show pavilions.

Eden.” 

Delpierre shook a warning finger: 
“But do not mention gambling. Nothing.” 
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Among Monte Carlo's Goldea 
Memories Are the Crowded Good 
Old Days When a King's Ransom 
Could be Won or Lost at a Single 


Spin of the Roulette Wheel. 
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Stone’s staff turned out pamphlets, press 
teasers and photo albums by such Paris name- 
authors as Marcell Michel of the Soeiete des 
Gens de Lettres and circulated U.S. press, maga- 
zines and tourist agencies. 

“Monte Carlo—the international center,” they 
wrote. “That is the only true description to fit 
this modern Babylon. Monte Carlo’s beaches 
with a gay, shouting, bustling crowd and its 
graceful water nymphs. Its Olympian swimming 
pools, the oriental luxury of its hotels. . .a fairy- 
land of gala nights which our pen declares its 
powerlessness to depict...” 


MONAGASQUES, as the 17,000 inhabitants of 

Monaco are called, began watching American 
tourist reports with hungry eyes. From Prince 
Louis II to the pawnbrokers whose shops line 
the tip-tilted city streets, the question was the 
same: “When will the Yankees come?” 

“Will the Americans come?” asked a veteran 
croupier who served as my guide and confidant. 

“Regard these riff-raff,” he said, sweeping 
contemptuous eyes around the Salle Prive, the 
inner gambling sanctum: where once only the 
elite and wealthy of Europe were privileged to 
melt down their. bankrolls. “Small fry. Incura- 
bles who play with prune pits. They don’t even 
pay for the electric light.” 

He indicated a 1,000-frane (minimum) table 
where a small circle of nondescripts placed chips 
with slit-eyed caution. “ 

“In the old days,” he said, mournfully, “I 
was chief of this wheel. I have seen archdukes 
and crown princes and millionaires play for 
king’s ransoms on a single spin of the bail. Sir 
Basil Zaharoff, the munitions Croesus—the man 
who promoted wars, lost a million francs at a 
sitting without disarranging a hair-—$200,000 
then but Poof! a mere $3, now.” 

That might be wall paper money to some 
people, but it’s life’s blood to the Sea-bathers 
and Foreigners’ Club which fattens on other 
people’s adversity, but suffers excruciating agony 
over its own. 


Still there is no record of a SBM stockholder 


shooting himself, sipping poison or jumping into 
the sea, as did an average of a hundred gamblers 
a year, who had dropped fortunes down the 
Casino drain during its heyday. 


OCCASIONALLY, a heavy loser still kills him- 

self—one of the latest being a Paris insur- 
ance broker who spiked a glass of champagne 
with arsenic; lifted it in a macabre toast, drank, 
shouted “Banco,” and fell dead. (Banco is the 
term a baccarat player uses when he wishes to 
play for the entire capital of the table—~all or 
nething! ) 

“You don’t have many suicides now,’ I sug- 
gested to Fred Stone, as we sat in nts dingy, 
third floor office. 

Stone bristled. “Preposterous,”’ he replied. “A 
malicious legend.’’ But the corner of Monaco’s 
cemetery where uncounted rows of headstones 
mark the graves of self homicides, some named 
and some unknown, tells a different story. Yet 
noticeably the gendarme who used to guard the 
spot called “suicide’s leap’’—-sheer drop into the 
blue Mediterranean-—has been removed as an 
economy measure. 

The gendarmerie at Beaulieu, a small French 


coastal town four miles to the west, tells an- 
other version. For a steady current flows along 
the face of the Casino and sweeps down the 
coast to Beaulieu’s sandy shore. 


“We had the body of a man last month and 
one the month before,” the desk sergeant told 
me. “Women commit suicide over love, but 
rarely over money. We don’t get many women’s 
bodies. Still it isn’t anything like the old days 
when we had three or four suicides a week. 
Never. anything of value in their pockets. Usu- 
ally no identification.” 


SOME bankrupt gamblers remain in Monaco 

like old ghosts haunting the scene of their 
catastrophe, wandering around embalmed in 
their memories-——-like a once gallant but now 
doddering old Prince of the Russian Czarist 
regime. 

The old man, with quavering chin and watery 
eye, stood peering over the gamblers’ shoulders 
with a cynical half smile. 


“He lost an immense fortune before World 
War I,” said my croupier friend. “He has 
nothing left and lives on a Casino pension! 
Delpierre hasn’t gotten around to that.” 

Until he does the pauperized Prince main- 

can 
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tains the broken-down punctillio forms of roy- 
alty in a Monaco hallroom. 

There was a sneaking suspicion among Mona- 
gasques that Delpierre’s plan for establishing 
a Casino near the United States was merely an 
ace up his sleeve in case of a showdown with 
the Monaco government, the trade unions, and 
crusty 72-year-old Prince Louis II, ruler of the 
principality. The Prince, I was told, was angry 
at their unionized employes, who were angry at 
the lowered wages. 

A croupier—aristocrat among the gambling 
workers-——gets around 22,000 franes a month 
($66) and every Monagasquen kid dreams of 
eventually becoming a croupier, just as most 
American boys yearn to emulate Babe Ruth.and 
Ted Williams. 

In Monaco, $66 is a fat income. 


i ALSO heard that there was a strong possi- 

bility that Prince Louis might join footloose, 
displaced royalty who have sought sanctuary 
in the United States. 

Monagasques don’t like the Prince. : 

They don’t like his family, either, with the 
single exception of the heir apparent, Prince 
Rainier, a 33-year-old veteran of the French 
army. 

Prince Rainier’s mother is Princess Char- 
lotte, daughter of Prince Louis and Marie Juli- 
ette Louvet, a French washwoman Louis met 
and married in Algiers in 1897 while serving in 
the French army. 

Old Prince Albert of Monaco, Prince Louis’ 
father, refused to recognize his son’s marriage, 
but when Charlotte was 14, a royal proclamation 
declared that she was “a member of the royal 
house of Grimaldi, with respect and honors due 
her blood and position.” 

Charlotte married Prince Pierre Polignac of 
ancient French nobility, bore him Prince Rainier 
and Princess Antoinette and then eloped to Italy 
with a Roman doctor. 

She renounced\ her claim to the throne in 
favor of her son, Prinee Rainier. 

Old Prince Louis married his 48-year-old 
favorite, Dame Ghislaine Dommanget, daughter 
of a retired French colonel, author of “How to 
Train Bloodhounds,” in 1946 after she had lived 
at the palace for three years. 


DURING the Nazi occupation Louis saw her 

play the role of Duke of Reichstadt in 
“<= Aiglon” and enthusiastically invited her to 
his palace. 

As soon as she attained the rank of Prin- 
cess-Consort, Ghislaine began giving mask balls 
and hi-de-ho parties that kept palace lights ablaze 
and the nights noisy to the indignation of the 
impoverished Monagasques. But Prince Louis 
was still drawing his fat annual pension of 
15,000,000 francs ($50,000) and the Government 
of Monaco got a like sum. 

If the hoped-for horde of U. S. dollar-bearing 
tourists fails to shower down and if the Casino 
has to put up its shutters, the House of Grimaldi 
will have to get out and hustle with a tin cup 
and a fiddle.

[GHT wears thin upon the grindstone of the 
N dawn. In the savannah of alangilang

She is a cargo steamer of fair size, about 5,000 
tons.

[N THE Malay tongue, Ourang Medan means Man

In the dawn, this vessel, named of ill-fortune, is 
standing down the Strait of Malacca for the Java 
Sea, apparently having cleared Medan under 
cover of darkness. Aboard her are at least 23 
men: a white captain and a conglomerate crew 
native to the islands of and about Indonesia. 

She is grimy and salt-scalded. “She is deep 
with a cargo of God-knows-what and bound for 
God-knows-where. She will make a course across 
the Java Sea and the Arafura Sea, through thin- 
lipped Torres Strait and so into the Coral Sea and 
easterly over the water courses between myriad 
islands of the South Pacific on a lane few 
steamers use.

She handed the officer in charge a map of a 
freshly sown minefield in an area the 37th was 
scheduled to attack. She had carried it almost 
60 miles through whole Jap encampments. 

The bravery of that slender girl, known as 
“Billie” to American intelligence officers, un- 
doubtedly had saved thousands of lives on that 
one occasion. There were many other times. 
Her intelligence and courage aided greatly our 
military plans and saved Americans from death. 

But she always had help in her espionage 
from another source—her affliction. Age-old 
taboos and superstitions aided her in moving 
within the enemy lines. 

Because of her heroism, Mrs. Josefina Guer-

rero, now nationally. known as “Joey,” was 
recently admitted to the United States for 
treatment which she hoped would cure her and 
enable her to aid others. in her native land 
where she had served so valiantly fgr the 
American armies. 

“God sometimes does strange things to 
achieve His purpose,” she said, after arriving at 
Carville Hospital, the national Leprosartum in 
Louisiana. ‘‘We must not question them.” 

Joey's arrival at Carville was t*e appv end- 
ing to a long and very often tragic story. 


Before the war, she was a beautiful, popular 
young matron of Manila society. Educated in a 
convent, at 18 she married a brilliant young 
doctor. They had a daughter. The three lived an 
almost idyllically happy life until 1941. Then 
disaster struck twice. .Joey noticed marks on 


her skin. 


The doctor’s verdict was Hansen’s Disease. 

“In the Philippines,” she said, “there is a 
taboo associated with the disease. It can even 
ruin the career of relatives of the person 
afflicted. There was nothing for me totdo but 
leave.”” So Joey and her husband parted. 

She retired to the seclusion of a small cot- 
tage, where she received private treatment. 
Then came the Japs. There was no medicine. 
Treatment stopped. 

Alone, with only her faith and prayer to 
sustain her, she joined the underground, know- 
ing capture would mean death, or worse— 
Japanese torture. 

She performed many hzzardous tasks. Jap 
soldiers, seeing her lesions, would not search 
her. She could go where others could not— 
despised -and feared by the enemy. 

The disease had not yet shown itself on her 
pretty, vivacious face in 1943. In that year, she 
slipped into a party given by Japamese officers 
at Santo Tomas University. .She drew a map of 
the fortifications of the university. It was very 
valuable later for American bombers. 

When American troops landed on Leyte, Joey 
handed them a map of fortifications along the 
Manila waterfront and American guns pounded 
the fortifications to bits. 

Joey carried messages through Jap lines. She 
nursed soldiers on the battlefield where others 
feared to go—for she had been assured by doc- 
tors that chances of passing her disease to 
others were negligible. 

Her affliction made her heediess to personal

Joey’s only posses- 
sions were the ragged clothes she wore. 


safety. 


Jesuits gave her sanctuary. But the military 
commander regretfully ordered her to the over- 
crowded Leprosarium at Novaliches. 

Still fighting and trusting in Providence, she 
got the help of prominent friends. Still there 
were no drugs for treatment. Ex-GlIs sent her 
money, the War Department awarded her the 
Medal of Freedom with silver palm, but still the 
disease progressed. 

Frank Gaines, a former UNRRA official in 
Manila and one-time mayor of Berkeley, Calif., 
called Joey’s plight to. the attention of Father 
Clement Berberich, of San Francisco, head of 
the lay group of the Third Order of St. Francis, 
who had worked for yekrs bringing comfort and 
spiritual aid to patients of Novaliches. 

Father Clement sent money for her passage 
and Gaines got permission from the Attorney 
General of the United States to allow the heroine 
to enter the country she had aided so much. 

When Joey arrived in San Francisco she was 
accorded the welcome fit for a princess. Officials 
of two governments, civic and military authori- 
ties and leaders of the clergy were among the 
hundreds who crowded the dock to greet her. 
Women rushed forward to embrace her. Others 
thrust flowers and gifts into her hands. 

In other places and other less-enlightened 
times, there would have been no such welcome. 

At Carville, sulfone drugs were administered 
and doctors said some day Joey might be an 
arrested case with no visible signs of the dis- 
ease. Her goal was to go back to the islands 
and help people similarly afflicted. 

Joey was a bright sign and a symbol of a 
new birth of freedom for victims of the disease.

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Scotland Yard Caught a Murderer 
but Not Even He Could Explain 
Why His Pretty Victim Used 


an Assumed Name

Te curtain rose on what was 


to be known in English 

crime annals simply as “the 

Yarmouth Murder” at 6:10 a. m., 

Sunday, Sept. 23, 1900, when. John Norton, a 

bathing machine attendant, discovered the body 

on the beach and at once Summoned the police. 

The victim, a young woman, lay on her back, 

hands by her sides, fingers tightly clenched. Her 

hair. was down, her face was -scratched and 
bruised. Sand clogged her mouth and hair. 

: She had been strangled by a mohair bootlace 

tightly tied«in a‘reef knot. 

- - “It was assumed. that.she had been lured to 
this spot for.a. tryst, since this section of beach, 
remote and secluded after nightfall, had long 
been a favorite resort of romantic couples. 

At the mortuary, she was identified as a Mrs. 


FHie0d who had been lodging at No. 3, Row 114,, 


Yarmouth, The landlady at that address, Mrs. 
Rudrum, said that Mrs. Hood had arrived with 
her baby daughter on Sept. 15. On the 22d, she 
asxed the landlady to look after the baby and 
left between 6:30 and 7 to keep an appointment. 

Mrs. Rudrum remembered that her boarder 
had mentioned a jealous brother-in-law who had 
been pursuing her. This, presumably, had been 
the person she had gone to meet. 

Mrs. Rudrum’s daughter, Alice, said she saw 
Mrs. Hood standing outside the house under an 
arch. She said she heard a man say: 

“You understand, don’t you? I am placed in 
an awkward position just now.” | 

Mrs. Hood, inquiry showed, had been seen in 
the bar of the South Quay distillery at about 10 
:p. m, in the company of a young man. He was 
described as spare and “alert looking,” with a 
waxed mustache, and “had the appearance of 
being a clerk or commercial traveler.” He’d had 
little to say. 

The manager of the tavern said he remem- 
bered them particularly because, much interested 
in macrame work, he had remarked on the un- 
usual sleeve “timming of the young woman’s 
coat. He had even made a sketch of it for 
future use as a pattern. 

Mrs. Rudrum declared that when Mrs. Hood

left the house she was wearing a silver watch 
with a long gold chain, and was carrying a small 
handbag. These articles were missing. 

Two clues were uncovered: a laundry mark, 
*599,”" on one of the baby’s undergarments, and 
an envelope bearing a Woolwich (East London) 
postmark. 

However, the local police could make no 
progress in the mystery. That laundry mark, 
for instance. In the London district alone there 
were scores of persons whose linen bore the 
mark ‘599.”’ Domestic servants were often given 
the same marks as their employers, and some- 
times, when a family vacated a house, their mark 
would be “‘inherited’’ by the next occupants.

had been led first to a negative conclusion—that 
Hood had not been the real name of the victim; 
and subsequently to a positive conclusion—that

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the victim might have been a woman named Ben- 
nett, who had recently lived at No. 1, Glencoe 
Villas, Bexley Heath.

15, and had not come back, although she had 
intimated that she would be gone for only a 
week or so. 

Inspectors Leach and Gough learned that her 
husband, from whom she had recently become 
separated, had called at the Glencoe Villas place | 
several days after the murder, explained that 
Mrs. Bennett had fallen ill and would remain in 
the country “indefinitely,” and then fetched away | 


eher little dog which she had left behind. 


SOON it was established beyond question that 
Mrs. Hood and Mrs, Bennett had been one and 
the same person. 

Now this picture unfolded: 

Born Mary Jane Clarke on Aug. 28, 1877, the 
victim, a talented musician, had become a piano 
teacher while still in her teens. One of her 
pupils, Herbert John Bennett, two years her 
junior, had become her husband in a ceremony at ! 
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the sey vce f office at-West Ham on July 22, 1897. 

In thé beginning, the young newlyweds had 
lived with the bride’s grandmother, but upon the 
latter’s death in April, 1898, Mary’s father, who 
heartily disliked his son-in-law, saw to it that 
they took up quarters elsewhere. 

In subsequent months, Bennett’s job with an 
East Ham grocer became in effect a blind for a 
somewhat less meritorious endeavor. Utilizing 
a trade journal as his medium, he netted a neat 
income by selling fake violins as genuine instru- 
ments. It/was believed that he carried on this 
scheme with the co-operation—or at least the 
knowledge—of his wife. The Yard officers 
learned that this swindle had caused numerous 
complaints, bit Bennett had managed to escape 
prosecution, 


FA RLY in 1900 he purchased a small grocery 

business at Westgate-on-sea, and within a 
week a suspiciously sudden fire brought him 
about $1,000 insurance. 

Then he and Mary had made a “mysterious 
visit” to South Africa, where the Boer war was 
still raging. As he remained only four days in 
Cape Town, and as he returned«well supplied 
with funds, réport had it that he had received 
payment for espionage work in England on be- 
half of the Boers. 

Bennett had been heard to say to his wife 
that he would leave her and stay away for good. 
Her reported retort had been, ‘Herbert, I shall 
follow you for the sake of our child, and if you 
are not careful I will get you 15 years.”’’. 

(By that, she may have been threatening to 
give the authorities information about his es- 
pionage activities, about the violin fraud, or 
about the suspicious fire that had destroyed his 
grocery store.) 

On top of that, they had parted, she to 
lodge at Glencoe Villas, he at. the home of a 
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Mrs. Pankhurst on Union St.,. Woolwich, near 
the Royal Arsenal, where he had obtained em- 
ployment. Thereafter he paid Mary and the 
child duty calls‘on Sundays.-. . 

Early that summer he had formed a new 
attachment. 

Another young man who lived at Mrs. Pank- 
hurst’s had a sweetheart who worked as a cook 
in the West End. On Sunday, July 1,’she intro- 
duced Bennett to a pretty parlor maid named 
Alice Meadows. 

He courted her as a single man, explaining 
his Sunday absences by saying that he had a 
cousin who lived in Bexley. 

Miss Meadows became*so fond of him and 
trusted him so much that on Saturday, Aug. 4, 
she accompanied him to the Crown and Anchor 
Inn, Yarmouth, for the week end. They occupied 
separate rooms. 

Later, when he began his vacation on Sept. 1, 
he took the girl on a fortnight’s tour of Ireland. 

He spent freely, gave her a diamond ring. 
He asked her to marry him, and she consented. 

They returned to town on Sépt. 11, and on 
the 14th—not a Sunday but a Friday—Bennett 
visited his wife. 

What transpired during this visit never was 
discovered, but it was on the next day that Mary 
Bennett took lodgings at Mrs. Rudrum’s under 
an assumed name. 


[NSPECTORS LEACH and Gough learned that 

Bennett had stopped at the Crown and Anchor 
the night of the 15th, leaving by the 7:20 a. m. 
train. They learned, further, that he had arrived 
at the Meadows home in York Rd., Stepney, at 
about noon. 

This seemed to check, for the 7:20 from Yar- 
mouth arrived at 11:47. 

On Saturday, Sept. 22, at 3 p. m. Mrs. Pank- 
hurst noticed him_consulting a time table. 

At 11:45 p. m., he entered the Crown and 
Anchor, seemingly out of breath, and explain- 
ing that he had missed the last train to Gorles- 
ton (just to the south of Yarmouth). 

In the morning he left by the early train, a 
news agent having noticed him at the station. 
The only other waiting passengers had been 
members of a departing theatrical company. 

Arriving at the Liverpool St. terminus in 
London, he had proceeded to Hyde Park and 
kept an appointment with Miss Meadows. 

The investigators learned that Bennett had 
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told several persons that his wife had died in 


South Africa, 

He had told Alice that his cousin in Bexley 
had gone to South Africa, that he had pur- 
chased her furniture, and so they would soon 
be able to set up house. He gave her some 
trinkets and finery that had belonged to his wife. 

On Oct. 17, Alice quit her job, then accom- 
panied Bennett to Carlton, where they picked 
out a house and paid a deposit on it. 

Inspector Leach took the 21-year-old sus- 
pect into custody on Nov. 6, informing him that 
he was wanted for the murder “of a woman 
named Hood” at Yarmouth, 

“I don't know what you mean!” he exclaimed, 
apparently taken by surprise. “I have never 
been in Yarmouth, I have never lived with my 
wife since January, and I found a lot of letters 
in her pocket from another man.” 

He asserted that two young men named 
Parritt and Cemeron could prove that he was 
at Rose’s distillery in Woolwich on the night 
of Sept. 22. (Later they denied this, saying they 
had been with him, on the 29th.) 

An examination of his lodgings disclosed: 

A receipt from the Crown and Anchor. 

A revolver. 

A false mustache, 

Wigs for a man and a woman. 

A silver watch with a long gold chain. 

Bewildered Alice Meadows said, ‘““There must 
be some mistake.”’ 

* * * 

This was the case entrusted to Marshall Hall, 
master performer of the British courts who was 
destined to become the most successful defense 
advocate of his time. Few believed that his task 
could bé anything but hopeless. 

The trial got under way on Feb. 25, 1901, 

fore Lord Alverstone at the Central Criminal 

ourt. It was to be held at the Norwich assizes 


had become convinced the man he had met was 
the person now on trial for his life. 

“l have viewed the accused in his cell.” he 
said, “and I am more positive than ever.” 

Prosecutor Gill did not intimate that Doug- 
las had given false evidence but he showed the 
jury that this witness had obtained no informa- 
tion about Bennett which he could not have 
gathered from the newspaper accounts; more- 
over, he had come forward “vesy late in the 
day,’ after the case had been fully, canvassed 
in the press. Above all, said Gill, there was ab- 
solutely no corroboration for his story. 

In this connection, observers pointed out that 
Bennett had already tried to set up his own 
alibi, and here was an independent and reputable 
witness coming forward -to swear a totally dif- 
ferent one on his behalf. The one utterly denied 


. and contradicted the other. (The defendant did 


not himself go into the witness box to bear out 
Douglas’ testimony.) 


NEXT day Hall pulled another rabbit out of 

the defense hat. He produced a news agent 
named O'Driscoll from Lowestoft, south of Yar- 
mouth, who told this story: 

On Wednesday, Sept. .26, a man-had entered 
his shop and asked for “the best account of the 
Yarmouth murder.” This man, said O’Driscoll. 
had scratches on his face, was oe a dar}. 
suit, and had a dark mustache. One of his shoes 
lacked a shoelace, the other had one made of 
mohair. For a short while he stood excitedly 
reading the paper, “groaning as he read.” 

O'Driscoll solemnly swore: 

“While he was reading the paper, he mum- 
bled, and he turned round and caught me look- 
ing at him, whereupon he clutched the paper 
in both hands and hurried: out.”’ 

Later the London Standard commented: 

“That the man who murdered Mrs. Bennett 
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but sentiment against the accused had grown so 
bitter that a fair trial there seemed unlikely. 

Hall in his opening suggested that Mrs. Ben- 
nett had been slain by a stranger who had made 
her acquaintance in Yarmouth. Why, he asked, 
should her husband, now interested in another 
woman, have treated her in the dreadful manner 
described; and why should he have taken her 
wateh and chain? (Hall disputed the prosecution 
claim that the watch and chain found in -the 
accused’s possession were the same watch and 
chain taken from. the victim.) 

Crown Prosecutor Charles Gill replied that 
the mistreatment and theft were false clues 
left by Bennett to divert suspicion. 

As for motive, Gill held that Bennett wanted 
his wife out of the way so he could. marry Aliee 
Meadows. Gill did not suggest-——-as- Was. suf- 
gested later—that the defendant might havé had 
an additional, less romantic yet. most urgent, 
reason for eliminating his wife, 

ON THE fifth day of the procéedings, Which 
were being followed avidly throughout the 
islands, Hall created a stir by announcing: 

“I shall call before you a witness, absolutely 
independent and respectable, who will say that 
it was impossible for this man to have murdered 
his wife on Sept. 22 last, because so late as 7 
o’clock on the evening of Saturday, Sept. 22, he 
was in Bennett’s company. The last train for 
Yarmouth left at 5 p. m,” 

.He then summoned one Douglas Sholto 
Douglas, a manufacturer of -fancy goods. 

Douglas, to all appearances a most sin- 
cere and honest person, testified that on Sept. 
22, a fine sunny day, he was taking a long walk 
in Eltham, near Bexley. At about 5:15 p. m., he 
had met a man wearing a gray suit and a black 
bowler hat. This man said he was a traveler, 
had recently been in Ireland, and was now a 
draughtsman in Woolwich. 

Douglas said he had not been anxious for 
company, but the man had walked along with 
him, and at length induced him to have a drink 
at Lee. As they came out of the bar, the 
stranger said, pointing to a signboard over a 
barber’s shop next the Tiger Inn, “By the way, 
a namesake of mine lives there.’’ The name on 
the sign was ‘“‘F. K. Bennett.” 

The witness concluded by saying that after 
seeing photos of Bennett in the newspapers he 
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should be roaming about among stationers’ 
shops four days after his crime in such a guise, 
and with the mohair bootlace with which the 
woman Was strangled still unreplaced, was one 
of the’ wildest, most irresponsible hypotheses 
that a jury was ever invited to accept.”’ 

The Morning Post dismissed O’Driscoll “‘with 
the tribute of a smile.” 

The jury showed how it regarded the alibi 
testimony by returning a verdict of guilty in 
34 minutes, 

Bennett betrayed no emotion at hearing the 
news, but Lord Alverstone’s voice shook as, don- 
ning the black cap for the first time, he ad- 
dressed the prisoner: 

“I can only say that after the evidence, the 
jury could not possibly have returned any other 
verdict. I can hold out no hope for you, and I 
implore you to make your peace with your 
Maker.” 

Bennett, in the few days of life remaining, 
showed no particular concern. Indeed, the most 
perturbed person during .nat period was prob- 
ably Douglas Sholto Douglas, who kept receiving 
communications addressed to him as, “London 
Fancy Box and Alibi Manufacturing Co.”’ 

Bennett’ was hanged in Norwich prison, 
March 21. (The baby Mrs. Bennett had left with 
her landlady was turned over to relatives.) 

One mystery remained, never quite to be 
resolved. 


wit had Mrs. Bennett taken an assumed 
name? Why had she, as was brought out, 
destroyed letters sent to her at Yarmouth? Why 
had she invented a pursuing “brother-in-law ?”’ 

If we knew what Bennett told her during that 
visit of Sept. 14, the day before she went to 
Yarmouth, we might have the explanation for 
these acts which paved the way for her own 
destruction. 

One possible answer might be that he told her 
the police were after both him and her, and that 
it would be necessary to hide out. 

As for that additional motive— 

Mrs. Bennett had warned him, 
nyt careful, I will get you 15 years.” 

He'had wished to be free of his wife, no 
doubt of that. But he had needed, even urgently, 
to silence the one person most capable of wreck- 
ing his future.

I paid 
them some money and 
promised a split of my loot 
for the tuition.” 

“Visiting professors,” he 
added, were called in to 
give special lessons in sev- 
eral other larcenous arts. 

“And which instructions 
did you fail to obey?” de- 
mandéd the judge. 

“The rules against carry- 
ing and using firearms,” 
Moore answered. ‘I was 
robbing a factory office 
when the watchman dis- 
covered me. I fired a shot 
to frighten him and fled. 
But a policeman heard it 
and caught me,”

in the diagram, so that the cresswise threads meet and 


match the lengthwise threads. 


The line of the fold is 


the bias of the fabric, and any piece cut parallel to this 
fold will also be on the bias. If your pattern piece is 
small, it will not be necessary to turn the corner up 


all the way. 


Removing Stains From Fabric 


WHEN Junior tips the 
ink bottle on his sis- 
ter’s new dress, only fast, 
intelligent action will save 
the situation. 


There are a number of 
helpful: things you can do 
at home to remove stains, 
but complications may arise 
if you do not know what 
caused the stain and what 
type of fabrio is invotved. 
For instance, if you are 
working on rayon material 
containing acetate yarns, 
certain removal methods 
may harm the fabric. Al- 
ways test a chemical on an 
inside seam first to see 
what the effect is. If you 
are not sure whether the 
material is ‘washable or 
not, use the method given 
for nonwashable fabrics. 


In some instances, when 
the following methods will 
not remove the stain, send 
the garment immediately 
to a reliable dry cleaner 
with all the information 
you have about the spot. 

Ink 

INSE washable fabrics 

in cool. water. Wash 
in warm suds, to which a 
little ammonia has been 
added. Rinse well. Ink is 
difficult to remove from 
nonwashable ‘ fabrics, es- 
pecially if it is a perma- 
nent type. Try a good com- 
mercial spot remover, or 
spread corn meal (or salt) 
over the spot while it is 
still wet. Work the corn 
meal into the spot and then 


brush it off. Repeat. Make 
a paste of corn meal and 
water and apply to spot. 
Allow to dry and brush off. 
Chewing Gum 

PONGE area with clean- 

ing fluid or spot remover 
until the gum loosens and 
falis off. If the gum is 
sticky, rub it with a piece 
of ice until it hardens. 


Scrape it off and sponge | 


with spot remover. Wash- 
able fabrics can then be 
laundered in warm suds.

CRAPE off all the egg 

you can with a dull 
knife. Soak washable fab- 
rics in cold water.

Wash in luke- 
warm s@apsuds. Sponge 
nonwashable fabrics with 
cold water. Allow to dry, 
and apply spat remover.
